I hate to dampen John Zurine’s 
enthusiasm over his over-size Jef- 
“ ferson nickel for I know what it 
means to “find” something unus- 
ual. However, I am afraid his 
Jefferson Nickel is a man-made 
MINT ERROR. 

Several years ago, I came by a 
Buffalo Nickel which was almost 
the size of a quarter dollar. In- 

., quiry at the mint disclosed there 
was not much possibility of this 
happening. Finally, after a long 
time, I got the story from sever- 
al reputable dealers and authori- 
ties such as A. Kosoff in Calif. 

It seems that in the early days, 
coins were placed between pieces 
of leather and the whole struck 
with a wooden mallet. In more 
modern times coins have been 
placed in presses that have heavy 
rubber rollers and mashed to al- 
most double their size. 

What puzzles me that in both 
of the processes, the letter on the 
coin remains just about the same 
width and height. I wouldn’t be 

+ a bit surprised that if Mr. Zurine 
weighs his Jefferson nickel he 
will find it weighs just about the 
same as a comparable one of reg- 
ular size. 

Freaks or as we call ’em today 
MINT ERRORS intrigue me a 
great deal and I have a fairly
